Government of Canal Zone. 


Washington, March 16.—With tlm 


type of the isthmian canal and the 
method of construction yet undeter- 
mined, the senate committee on inter- 
oceanic canals has unaer considera- 
tion a bill to provide for the govern- 
ment of the canal zone and other mat- 
ters subject to legislative control. The 
draft waa prepared by Senator Kilt- 
redge. The bill authorizes the presi- 
dent to delegate to the commission the 
power to make and enforce regulations 
necessary for the government of the 
«one, but reserves to both the presi- 
dent and either house of congress the 
right to require full and complete re- 
ports from the 
commission or em- 


ployes annually or at »n> other period. 
The same methods of estimating ex- 
penditures and applications 
are ap- 


plied to canal work as are required of 
the various executive departments. 
The offices of administration shall bo 
located and maintained in the canal 
zone, and it IB required that so far as 
practicable the work of the commis- 
sion shall be concentrated there. 


FRAUD CHARGE 


Against a Chicago Bond Company. 


Receiver Asked For. 


Louisville, Ky., March 16.—Charges 


of fraud and Insolvency were mads in 
a snit filed against the American Re 
serve Boad company of Chicago, ask- 
ing for the appointment of a receiver 
for the concern. Millions of dollars 
of investors all over the country are 
Involved in the suit, which was filed 
In the United States court for the 
eastern district of Kentucky by Levi 
Hake and Mary K. Welch, investors in 
the company. 
The company is the 


largest and one of the few remaining 
of the numerous "bond investment" 
and "serial bond" investment compan- 
ies which flourished so extensively in 
many state* for several years.

This vote fol 
lowed immediately after a resolution 
Offered by Mr. Moudell of Wyoming, 
representing the insurgents, had been 
defeated 123 to 43, the Mondell resolu- 
tion being to agree to the senate 
amendmert eliminating Arizona and 
New Mexico ftom the bill, aneJ asking 
a conferent-e on the minor amend- 
ments iu the measure.

building magnificent, and the sixteen 
alleys with their automatic pin-spot- 
ters as the finest he bad ever seen 
Secretary Karpf said the elimination 
of Sunday bowling had struck a popu- 
lar chord in the athletic world 
The 


business section of the congress will 
get to work Monday. 


Blizzard Sweeps New York. 


New York, March 16.—It remained 


for tne last week of winter to give 
to New York *he first real touch of 
blizzard conditions experienced this 
season. A fine powdery snow driven 
before a northeast gale which reached 
a maximum velocity of 40 miles an 
hour, fsil steadily for 15 hours. The 
fineness of the snow, which at times 
was intermingled with sleet, pi evented 
an unusual depth which might have 
been expected from such a steady fall 
and it if) estimated that little more 
than five inches measured the mantle 
the storm threw over New York and 
neighboring sections.
